very dark and gloomy forebodings the 
writer in the Independent sounds a 
note of hope and points out the way of 
salvation. Here is the key to victory: 
“Destroy the fiction that gold has value 
and you leave the Jewish international 
financiers sitting forlorn on heaps of 
useless metal.” In spite of his agreeing 
with the Jewish estimate of Gentile 
stupidity he finally says: “The Jew is 
not a superman. The Yankee is more 
than his equal any time, but the Yan- 
kee has an inborn inclination to ob- 
serve the rules of the game.” 

Anti-Semitic activity has by no means 
been confined to Henry Ford’s. weekly 
nor to the United States. In England 
the London Morning Post has publish- 
ed a series of articles now issued in 
book form under the title, “The Cause 
of World Unrest.” In this publication 
stress is laid on the alleged part of 
Freemasons in “the great conspiracy,” 
a subject merely hinted at in Ford’s 
paper. 

First, it tells.us, the Knight Templars 
joined with the Jews and were con- 
demned. Then the survivors and the 
Jews cemented their alliance with Ma- 
sonic rites and have been organizing 
revolutionary movements ever since. 
Jews, and Masons are held to be re- 
sponsible for the disturbances in Ire- 
land, while bolshevism is considered 
a Jewish invention and the league of 
nations a Jewish enterprise. The very 
conservative London Spectator agrees 
that there is a “Jewish peril.” 

In the United States the Christian 
Science Monitor takes the Jewish men- 
ace seriously and says: “It would be a 
tremendous mistake to conclude that 
the Jewish peril, given another name 
and atmosphere, does not exist. It 
might, indeed, be renamed, out of one 
of the grandest of the books of the Old 
Testament, ‘the terror by night.” 

The prominent Roman 
weekly, America, is impressed by the 
Protocols and the anti-Jewish crusade. 
It comments as follows: “The docu- 
ments, which were first published in 
1905, may or may.not be authentic, but 
some things are quite certain, as fol- 
lows: the super-nation, the so-called 
league of nations, is contained therein; 
the wretched plan carried out in Rus- 
sia f% clearly outlined, and many of the 
atrocities committed in that unhappy 
country are set down.” 

But the great weight of public opin- 
ion, both in the press and on the plat- 
form, condemns the anti-Semitic prop- 
aganda. The Nation, published in New 
York, calls it the “révival of a hoary 
shame among us” and explains it on the 
old principle of diverting the attention 
of the masses from real to fancied 
dangers, just as the czars veiled their 
iniquities by staging pogroms. “The 
industrial revolution of today,” it says, 
“is attributed to Jewish conspirators 
precisely as was the Puritan revolution 
in England, the French revolution, and 
the Russian revolution in 1905.” 

One of the strongest answers to the 
anti-Semitic activity was made by Lu- 
cian Wolf, a prominent English Jew 
end historian. He says the Proctocols 
are a type of forgery common enough 
in the 17th and 18th centuries, and 
adds: “The theory of a Jewish con- 
spiracy against religion and world or- 
der is at least three centuriés old. It 
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was the staple of the pseudo-Apocalyp- 
tic literature of Antichrist and the 
Wandering Jew which assailed the 
early years of the Reformation and 
filled the literary armory of the League 
during the Thirty Years war.” 

Conferences have been held in the 
United States by several national Jew- 
ish organizations, and statements have 
been issyed condemning the “wide- 
spread campaign of anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda.” The Proctocols were pro- 
nounced a base forgery, and it was de- 
nied that there had ever been an organ- 
ization known. as the Elders of Zion, 
or the Wise Men of Zion. 

The Jews, they assert, never dream- 
ed of a Jewish dictatorship or of the 
destruction of religion, and never con- 
spired with the Freemasons or any oth- 
er body. Ford is called “merely a 
dupe” and it is asserted to be “useless 
to analyze the puerile and venemous 
drivel that he has derived from the con- 
coctions of professional agitators.” 

President Wilson, Ex-President Taft 

and President-elect Harding have join- 
ed in condemning the _ anti-Semitic 
movement. Mr. Taft declared that the 
Protocols “have their only counterpart 
in literature in the fanciful tales of 
Saron Munchausen,” and he placed the 
responsibility for their dissemination 
squarely on Henry Ford. President- 
elect Harding ‘expressed himself as op- 
posed to anything “so narrow, so in- 
tolerant, or so un-American as the anti- 
Semitic movement.” 

A protest signed by 120 prominent 
Americans, including statesmen, church- 
men and educators, was worded as fol- 
lows: “We regret exceedingly the pub- 
lication of a number of books, pamph- 
lets and newspaper articles designed 
to foster distrust and suspicion of our 
fellow-citizens of Jewish ancestry and 
faith.” In another part of the protest 
this declaration was made: “The loy- 
alty and patriotism of our fellow citi- 
zens of the Jewish faith is equal to that 
of any part of our people and requires 
no defense at our hands.” This protest 
bore the signatures of President Wil- 
son, ex-President Taft, Cardinal O’Con- 
nell, several present and former cabi- 
net officers ahd the presidents of lead- 
ing universities of the United States. 

Another phase of the Jewish question 
that has received public notice is the 
large number of Jews who are coming 
and planningtocome to the United States 
as immigrants from middle European 
countries. The number was estimated 
at a million for the vear by the writer 
in Ford’s paper. He also declares that 
no matter how poor and wretched the 
citizens of a county become, the poor- 
est Jews of that country can always 
manage to find money for a passage to 
America. 

During the discussion of the immi- 
gration bill recently passed by the 
house of representatives it was charg- 
ed that the measure was aimed at the 
Jews purely and simply. This, however, 
was emphatically denied by the friends 
of the bill. 

To what extent the Jews of the Unit- 
ed States are aiding their stricken 
brothers of Europe to come to this 
country cannot be known exactly. Last 
month Jewish relief workers in Vien- 
na adopted a budget calling for $3,125,- 
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000 aid for the Jews in Europe, whic) 
was at once voted in New York. The 
Jews of America have not only been 
generous to the suffering Jews of Eur- 
ope but have helped present the case [ 
the Jewish war sufferers to the leag 
of nations, which was asked to inves|i-

However, it is one thing to tel! 
good-natured joke, which every0! 
recognizes as a mere joke, and if '5 
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another thingsto carry on a deliberate 
war on a whole race of people because 
of their race. Here is a sharp dividing 
line between what is proper and what 
is wrong. 

Roosevelt had many good friends 
among the Jews and he went so far as 
to say that he hoped that some day a 
Jew would be president; that was his 
way of showing that he had no feeling 
against the Jews as a race. 

His doctrine was that we should 
judge people on their individual merits 
and not as races or classes. That of 
course is ‘the true gospel, but many 
Americans refuse to accept it. Race 
hostility is strongly implanted in this 
country, and it is one of the hardest 
things to root out. 

The average Irishman hates the aver- 
age Englishman on general principles, 
though an individual Irishman and an 
individual Englishman may be bosom 
friends. We all know that there is a 
strong antipathy between the whites 
and the negroes, though individual 
whites will have individual negroes to 
cook for them, nurse them, bring up 
their children, and be a part of their 
family, as well as furnish dance music 
for them etc. , 

‘here is no blinking the fact that 
there is a prejudice against the Jews. 
as Jews, in this and all other countries: 
England is the country that is freest 
from this prejudice. Many hotels will 
not take Jews as guests if they can 
avoid it. A Jew recently brought suit 
because he was refused a Pullman 
berth. 

Many big newspapers make it a rule 
hot to print items about Jews in their 
society columns among the other so- 
ciety news but to separate them and 
put them together at the end. Pleasure 
resorts which are known as being fre- 
quented by Jews are tabooed by the 
general run of Gentile spenders. | 

Nearly every Gentile has intimate 
friends among the Jews_for whom he 
has the highest respect. But the fact 
still remains that there is an anti-Jew- 
ish feeling in the air. This, we must 
admit, is a cruel injustice to the large 
number of Jews who are doing their 
full part in the world’s work and who 
are as upright, generous, law-abiding 
and loyal as any class of people any- 
where. 

It is well known that the Ford Co. 
of late has been feeling the financial 
pinch. Some people say that perhaps 
the big moneyed interests which are 

igely controlled by Jews are bringing 
pressure to bear on Ford in retaliation 
lor his attacks. The newspapers say 
that Ford is now seeking a loan of 
$00,000,000 to $75,000,000 to enable him 
fo go on with his operations. If he 
has trouble getting his money or has 
lo pay high interest for it—which is 
likely—he will probably charge that 
Jews have put him on the black- 
ist 

This illustrates how business is hurt 
When race and other prejudices are 
aroused. Business depends to a great 
extent on trust and mutual confidence. 
Anything which creates distrust and 
Produces a lack of harmony and co- 
°peration tends to dry up the channels 
of industry and trade. When people 
begin to “knife” one another they hurt 
hot only others but themselves. 
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This is one of the things that has 
caused the existing depression of busi- 
ness, the world over. Confidence must 
be built up anew before much progress 
can be made. During times of stress, 
people are apt to look around and see 
who they can blame. They always have 
to have a scapegoat for their troubles, 
and if they can’t find the real one they 
have to put up with a substitute. 

We find certain classes of persons 
who blindly lay all the troubles of the 
world to the Catholics; they are literal- 
ly crazy on that subject, and there is no 
use of arguing with them. Others lay 
everything to the trusts; others think 
the “money power” is the root of all 
evil, and still others cherish the tariff 
as their great bugbear. 

The anti-Jewish outburst therefore 
is only a familiar manifestation of ir- 
ritated and irrational human nature. 
There is nothing new in it; in fact it 
is centuries old. No doubt, like the 
“flu,” it will have to run its course. It 
will cause much suffering and it will 
leave pam and devastation in its wake. 
But it will not destroy the human race 
or wreck society. 





Harding Takes Vacation 

Whether he was fatigued by the “best 
minds” who have flocked to Marion to 
advise and consult with him, or by his 
strenuous efforts to select a few cabi- 
net officers from several hundred pros- 
pects, President-elect Harding took a 
south-bound train that carried him 
where the palm trees are waving and 
where they are wearing straw hats, 
namely to Florida. 

There the Victoria, the house-boat of 
Senator Frelinghuysen of N. J., was 
waiting for him, and the party merrily 
chugged down the Indian river, a sort 
of inside arm of the ocean extending a 
large part of the length of Florida. It 
was in this river in former years that 
the then Senator Harding hunted alli- 
gators and had other such thrilling ad- 
ventures, for he knows the locality and 
is known to it. 

This time the sport is of a more dig- 
nified and less strenuous sort. Occa- 
sional stops are made, when all the 
guests pile out of the Victoria and join 
in a fierce but bloodless game of golf. 
Senator Fall of N. Mex., Senator Fre- 
linghuysen, Senator Cummins of Iowa 
and Henry P. Fletcher, former ambas- 
sador to Mexico, are some of the golf 
victims of the president-elect’s doughty 
clubs. As the party passed Daytona 
the boat was tied up for a while and 
the passengers took a long automobile 
ride. 

Later as they were going under a 
drawbridge the Victoria stuck in the 
mud and the bridge had to remain open 
for about an hour while the little boat 
struggled out of its trouble inch by 
inch. In the meantime traffic was 
blocked and many automobiles stood 
and waited for the next president to 
get out of their way. Instead of rav- 
ing over their delay, however, they 
cheered the boat that obstructed them 
and watched with great interest its ef- 
forts to pull itself out of the mud. 

Fishing is another sport to be in- 
dulged in. by the distinguished skip- 
per, and the fish around Palm Beach 
and Miami are said to have been show- 
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ing great nervousness. ‘When the fish 
and alligators have all been caught or 
have run away the Victoria will make 
its way back up the Indian river to 
St. Augustine, with golf and auto rides 
on the way, and at this ancient town 
the president-glect “will remain until 
about time to start on his new job as 
pilot of the ship of state. 

Business and politics were taboo on 
this vacation journey, which was un- 
dertaken for recuperation, on the des- 
perate advice of a physician. Play was 
to be the only business of the cruise, 
and gayety was the-only thing to be 
taken seriously. Nevertheless, in spare 
moments between games of golf and 
fishing trips the president-elect is pre- 
paring an inaugural address to be de- 
livered from a platform on the east 
side of the capitol at Washington on 
the fourth of March, and probably a 
special message calling congress into 
extra session soon after that date. 

Mrs. Harding did not accompany her 
husband to the land where the oranges 
grow. Being of a practical nature she 
came to Washington and prepared her 
old home on Wyoming avenue for a 
tenant to whom it is to be leased. Some 
things in it were packed up for re- 
moval to the White House. Batteries 
of cameras faced her at every turn but 
never disconcerted her. She posed and 
smiled, even when the movie-grinder 
brought his machine within a foot or 
two of her face for a “close-up.” She 
will later join her husband at St. 
Augustine. 

The president-elect stopped at At- 
lanta long enough to deliver a mes- 
sage to the South which has caused 
much approving gomment by the news- 
papers in that section. He told the 
Southerners that one ambition he cher- 
ished was to be instrumental in estab- | 
lishing that complete concord of union 
essential to American success. He add- 
ed: “I realize how the political soli- 
darity of the South followed the un- 
fortunate days of the Civil war. I 
know that solidarity has been encour- 
aged on the one hand, and I think I 
understand the desire to break it on 
the other hand. It is not a Republican 
ambition. It is rather a desire to es- 
tablish complete mutuality of purpose 
and oneness of ambition in America.” 

After declaring that the South was as 
interested as any other section of the 
country in the development of foreign 
trade, of a large merchant marine, and 
of maintaining the American standards 
of production and living, he said: 
“There isn’t the slightest excuse for a 
sectional line in America. We are one 
people, with one flag, and it is folly to 
allow long-time prejudices to stand in 
the way of the fullness of understand- 
ing and the utmost cordiality of rela- 
tionship.” 

The Atlanta citizens to whom he was 
speaking on his special car were liter- 
ally carried away with Mr. Harding’s 
speech. That is to say, while he was 
still speaking the train started and the 
visitors refused to jump off. An extra 
stop had to be made to let them off. 

Mr. Harding has emphatically stated 
that making a cabinet is the hardest 
job he ever undertook. In his little 
office at Marion he had been receiving 
hundreds of letters a day, mostly relat- 
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ing to the selection of his cabinet mem- 
bers. 

“It seems at times as if everybody in 
the United States was trying to help 
me select my cabinet,” he said. But 
this was not a complaint. “Don’t mis- 
understand me about that,” he added. 
“I think it is wonderful. I think it is 
a fine and healthy sign of the times 
that people all over America, every 
sort, rich and poor, should manifest 
such keen interest in this special task 
of mine.” 

The newspapers have indulged in a 
great deal of guessing as to who are 
to be members of the cabinet. List 
after list has been made up, all “au- 
thentic” and no two alike. So, as we 
have waited this long, perhaps it is 
just as well to wait a little longer and 
get the list from the next president 
himself when he gives it out. 

A large part of the letters that come 
to Mr. Harding are of the kind classed 
as “freak.” He has been asked to make 
the women of the country reform their 
dress, and he has been advised to raise 
a beard. “Some folks seem to have a 
notion,” he said, “that women’s collars 
should be higher and skirts longer, 
and a ict of things of that kind, and 
they think that immediately upon in- 
auguration I should inform congress 
of these dreadful tendencies of Amer- 
ican life and suggest the proper legisla- 
tion.” 

Very noticeable in the office of the 
president-elect are portraits of Lincoln 
and Roosevelt and a copy of the Bible. 
These, he said, are his inspirations. In 
considering men for the cabinet he has 
put the following test: “Is he the kind 
of man that Mr. Lincoln, the great dem- 
ocrat, would have approved? Is he 
the kind of man who would have met 


_the approval of Col. Roosevelt, the 


great American, and is he the kind of 
man who believes very devoutly in 
the Bible as the word of God?” 

Mr. Harding said that while he had 
always been a great reader of the Bible 
he has read it more than ever in the 
last few weeks. “I have obtained a 
good deal of inspiration from the 
Psalms of David,” he declared, “and 
from many passages of the four gos- 
pels, and there’s still wisdom in the 
sayings of old Solomon; don’t forget 
that.” 


Wilson Would Safeguard Russia 


It will be recalled that the league 
of nations asked President Wilson to 
act as mediator in bringing about peace 
in Armenia. He responded that he 
could act only in his personal capacity 
and that the United States could not 
be bound without the approval of con- 
gress. He named Henry Morgenthau, 
who was formerly U. S. ambassador to 
Turkey, to represent him in any nego- 
tiations on behalf of Armenia, and he 
invited the other powers to co-operate. 

The other powers have not shown 
any eagerness to join in this move. 
Everybody seems to be waiting for 
someone else to shoulder the burden. 
There is also a disposition to wait till 
the new administration gets into con- 
trol at Washington, as it is realized that 
any decisions made now might uot be 
final. 

Meantime President Wilson has sent 
a note to Paul Hymans, the president 
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of the league, laying down the princi- 
ples which he believes should govern 
in this matter. He says that “the dis- 
tressful situation of Armenia” is only 
one detail in the vast Russian problem, 
and that it would be of no use to try 
to settle this detail without dealing 
with the main problem. 

He points out how the Russians have 
fought the Poles on the western front 
and driven the Wrangel forces out of 
Crimea. It would do no good for the 
allies to go to the rescue of Armenia, 
he says, for the Russians, if driven 
back at that point, would merely as- 
sert themselves at another point and 
the same old problem would have to 
be solved over again. 

He says he has never believed that 
the Russian problem could be solved 
by military operations from the out- 
side. Any intervention in Russia, he 
adds, would have to be “voluntarily re- 
ceived” in order to do any good; it 
could not operate in a hostile way 
against the interests of ali the Russian 
people. 

Meantime, he cites, the people on 
both sides of the Russian front are 
afraid to disarm and return to the pur- 
suits of peace. The states along the 
Russian border are in mortal terror of 
invasion by the bolsheviks, and in turn 
the bolsheviks fear that their terri- 
tory will be invaded if they relax their 
vigilance. 

Hence the only way that peace can 
be secured is for both sides to sol- 
emnly agree to refrain from hostile 
acts, the president gives warning. If 
‘all the principal powers” will now 
join in such a pledge, peace will ensue 
as a natural consequence, he argues. 

He repeats that he regards the bol- 
shevik regime in Russia as “a violent 
and tyrannical minority” which does 
not represent the people. He believes 
that the Russian people are “weary of 
war” and that peace will be welcomed 
if “the great powers guarantee them 
from attack.” 

There is almost nothing left of Ar- 
menia now. The Turkish nationalists 
on the one hand and the Russian bol- 
Sheviks on the other have squeezed 
Armenia into complete subjection. The 
independence of Armenia was one of 
the things guaranteed by the peace 
treaty and the league covenant. But 
the military and financial power of the 
United States were counted on to en- 
force this guaranty, and our refusal to 
assume this burden has left the matter 
suspended in thin air. Now the presi- 
dent hopes to retrieve the situation by 
laying down the basic principle that 
the allies will keep “hands off.” 

The Turkish nationalists are not sat- 
islied with Morgenthau as an umpire. 
For one thing, they hate him because 
of a book he wrote telling of his expe- 
riences in Turkey. In this book he 
gave the nationalists a very bad name. 
These elements are now in control of 
all of Turkey except Constantinople, 
where the influence of the allies is 
still dominant. 

Everyone expects that if peace is not 
made with the Russians and the Turks 
shortly, they will make common cause 
against their common enemies and the 
great war will start all over again. The 
Turks have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by such a renewal of 
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hostilities. And the Russians are rea:|\ 
to fight anyone in order to break {!,. 
blockade which hems them in and j) 
order to gain the outlet to the Medit: 
ranean which has been their ambition 
for centuries. So here we have amp), 
motives for continuing the war. 

There is a bare possibility that: [) 
Germans would be enlisted on the si:|: 
of the allies if such a war was start: 
It has often happened in history that 
old enemies have been found fighting 
side by side to repel a new enemy, ani 
we may yet find western Europe so 
idly arrayed against eastern Europe 
a new test of strength. It is to head 
off such a catastrophe that President 
Wilson has made his latest appéal for 
general armistice.

Celds and Their Prevention 


It is universally known that influenza 
claimed more victims during the recent 
war period than the deadly strife oi 
battle itself. Yet how widespread is 
the contempt of persons who look upon 
a cold as some passing whim of nature 
that holds no danger and needs no 
avoidance except possibly on accoun! 
of the inconvenience it causes. It is 
not much of a step from the “commo 
cold” to pneumonia, which kills mor 
people in the United States than an) 
other disease excepting tuberculosis 
and heart disease. 

The U. S. Public Health Service issues 
a report, Supplement No, 30, on “Com- 
mon Colds,” which should be in the 
hands of everyone interested in avoid- 
ing this infectious disease. “Colds” are 
defined as an acute infection of the lin- 
ing membranes of the nose, tonsils 
throat and larger bronchial tubes. Whe: 
the smaller terminal portions in th 
lungs are involved pneumonia is pro- 
duced, 

While only a small proportion oi 
colds turn into pneumonia, much sul- 
fering, inconvenience and economic 
loss is sustained from “coryza,” which 
consists of a running nose, sore throat 
aching chest, fever and a general!) 
“knocked-out” feeling. The mouth and 
nose are the transmitters and receivers 
of germs which in every case, the health 
authorities inform us, are traceable (0 
some other person. 

Entire households, cities, states and 
even countries may be swept by a cold 
epidemic; thus colds are distinctly con- 
tagious. Infection of the cavities be- 
neath the cheeks and brows, ear ce- 
rangements, chronic lung infections 
rheumatism, heart disorders, kidney i 
pairment and depressed vitality may }: 
the aftermath of such an epidemic. 
Tuberculosis, however, is not a resu! 
of colds but its first stages are somew)ia! 
similar. 

Many persons to this day earnest!) 
believe that colds are mostly caused |) 
sitting in a draft, or “getting wet,’ or 
cold. Of course such exposure may 
weaken the body and lessen the powers 
of resistance and permit germs to “take 
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hold,” but the gérms must be present. 


The disease known as a “cold” is not 


to be associated with low temperatures 
necessarily. The Arctic explorer does 
not ordinarily have colds while in the 
open frigid climate, but he usually 
catches one as soon as he reaches a hu- 
man settlement. Neither does an engi- 
necr or fireman in a cold, drafty cab 
catch cold on that account. 

By far the greatest cause of colds is 
the dusty, unventilated or overheated 
rooms. The best way to prevent this 
infection is to keep the body efficient, 
eat wholesome food in proper amount, 
get plenty of sleep, take regular open- 
air exercise, keep mouth and nose clean 
and the body clean both inside and out. 
Last but not least, avoid hot, stuffy, 
dusty rooms and exposure to sudden 
changes in temperature. 

It is equally important for one hav- 
ing a cold to prevent its transmission 
to others. When coughing or sneezing 
a handkerchief should be placed against 
the offending organ. It is better still to 
use a crepe paper handkerchief and 
burn it, as the Japanese do. It should 
be remembered that millions of germs 
are thus prevented from traveling to 
other persons. Also avoid kissing or 
using any article that will be handled 
later by another person. 

Weak persons should not try to “har- 
den” themselves by taking cold baths 
or exposing themselves to cold drafts, 
as these methods are apt to lower the 
body’s power of resistance. Harmful 
drugs and alcohol should not be taken 
without the advice of a reliable physi- 
cian. It is far better to go to bed and 
observe a period of rest and sleep than 
‘o doctor oneself up on whatever medi- 
‘tine lies within reach, as such unin- 
elligent application of drugs may prove 
langepous. ; 

Overwork or late hours is a frequent 
cause of colds, resulting from a run- 
down condition, and in such case the 
subject should put on the brakes and 
allow nature to make him well again. 
Do not expect to attain and keep good 
health by the constant use of drugs. 
An ‘ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure, and sometimes two 
pounds, 


House Kept at 435 

\fter one of the hottest fights in the 
present session of congress the house 
of representatives decided to maintain 
its membership at the present number, 
iso. This means a reduction of the 
(uota of some states and the increase 
of that of others. Bitter opposition, of 
course, was made by those states where 
a decrease in representation will have 
to be made. 

\ great effort was made for an in- 

ise to 493, but after a long contest 
in the house, sitting as a committee of 
the whole, the attempt failed. One 
anjendment was offered to cut the mem- 
bership to 307, and another one to 
raise it to 460. ‘Every member was in 
his place as the fight went on, and fre- 
{uently a majority were trying to talk 
at the same time. The official stenog- 
raphers were driven nearly frantic try- 
ing to get a record of the proceedings. 

Various tactics were used to post- 
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pone or to kill the measure. An effort 
was made to destroy the whole bill 
by striking out the enacting clause. This 
started a regular row, and during the 


confusion the house got tangled up in’ 


parliamentary proceedings and was 
brought back into the regular channel 
again only with considerable difficulty. 
The amendment to retain the present 
number of representatives was finally 
agreed to by a vote of 267 to 76. The 
fight for the bill was led by Representa- 
tive Barbour of Calif., Rep. 

After the question had been settled 
Representative Tinkham, of Mass., Rep., 
brought up once more his proposal to 
reduce the number of house seats of 
those states where the negro is depriv- 
ed of his vote. This reopened the fight 
and raised another hubbub. Represen- 
tative Longworth of Ohio, Rep., raised 
a point of order against the Tinkham 
amendment, which precipitated a de- 
bate lasting two hours. 

Mr. Longworth contended that the 
amendment introduced an entirely new 
proposition into the bill, and the point 
of order was sustained by Representa- 
tive Mondell, Wyo., the Republican lead- 
er, who declared the proposed Tinkham 
amendment was “merely a recitation 
of words taken largely from the 14th 
amendment to the constitution, the real 
purpose of which is difficult to judge.” 

The bill went to the senate for con- 
currence, but no change will be made 
by that body since the house will be 
allowed to decide the question of its 
own membership. As the bill stands 
the states which will lose representa- 
tion in the house are: Missouri, two 
seats, and Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, 
Nebraska, Rhode Island and Vermont, 
one each. These 12 seats will be shifted 
to eight states in this order: California, 
three; Michigan, two; Ohio, two, and 
Connecticut, New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina, Texas and Washington, one each. 


Foreign Trade in 1920 Biggest Ever 

Uncle Sam is pleased at the figures 
just compiled showing what a big vol- 
ume of business this country did with 
other countries last year. The totals 
went ahead of all past records. . Ex- 
ports reached eight and a quarter bil- 
lion dollars and imports five and a 
quarter. This left a balance of trade in 
our favor of three billions, and it made 
a total volume of trade, going and com- 
ing, of 13 and a half billions. 

Our exports were one-third greater 
than before the war, and imports were 
three times as much. But both imperts 
and exports are now falling off, owing 
to the slump in all business. 

We are still nominally at war with 
Germany and we see very few of the 
German goods which were so plentiful 
in our markets before the war, and 
yet our trade with Germany in 1920 
amounted to nearly 400 millions, or 
almost as much as it was in the biggest 
year before the war. Wheat, ficur, 
meat, condensed milk and other food- 
stuffs, and cotton, copper and. other 
raw materials formed the bulk of what 
we sent to Germany last year, and we 
got from her mostly dyes, and other 
chemicals, lace, gloves, paper, china- 
ware etc. 

We are sending Germany three times 
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as much stuff as’she is sending us, and 
this is not ‘satisfactory... She ought to 
be producing staples in larger quanti- 
ties and marketing them abroad, as this 
is the only way she can ever get even 
with the world. As soon as she begins 
to sell more than she buys, the situa- 
tion will improve for everybody. At 
present all Europe is a hole into which 
“good money is being sent after bad.” 
But a turning-point has about been 
reached. 

It has to be remembered, when we 
quote figures showing the volume of 
business, that everything during the 
war period and since has been reck- 
oned in highly inflated money. The 
actual amount of business done has 
been much less than the figures show. 
This is one of the things that has de- 
ceived the world. People have com- 
pared figures only and these figures do 
not tell the truth; hence there has been 
a false basis for all calculations. The 
pecuniary amounts are there, in an 
arithmetical sense, but the actual prod- 
ucts are not there. 

So when we say that our foreign 
trade for the year 1920 beat all records 
we should explain that this is only 
true as to “book value” and that the 
actual exchange of products was only 
a fraction of what the figures would 
lead us to believe. Many writers and 
speakers make the error of comparing 
figures only, and in this way they draw 
conclusions which are not according to 
the facts. 


Peace in Baseball World 

The two major baseball leagues and 
the minor leagues signed an agreement 
with Judge K. M. Landis, newly-elected 
baseball commissioner, which places 
the typical American game once more 
on a firm foundation. Hereafter when- 
ever the commissioner deems a situa- 
tion detrimental to baseball he may 
take such action as he chooses. Hispow- 
ers are supreme; he refused to accept 
the post on any half-way basis. 

The club owners signed a contract 
agreeing not to publicly criticize one 
another and to accept the decision made 
by Judge Landis, regardless of their 
personal opinion. Judge Landis will 
serve for seven years at the huge salary 
of $42,500 a year; this is in addition to 
his salary as judge, of $7500 a year. 

The players’ new contracts contain 
clauses pledging the signer’s loyalty to 
his club and to the American public; 
he agrees to conform to high standards 
of fair play and good sportsmanship.

Condensed Notes on Current Progress 
in the Realm of Invention and Discovery 

















“Breather” of Crank-Case 

Fitting a “breather” in the crank-case 
ef a four-cylinder gasoline engine is a 
matter of some importance, observes 
the Scientific American. In the absence 
of a breather or vent the alternate com- 
pression and partial vacuum produced 
in the crank-case at every revolution 
would tend to force oil out through the 
bearings and then draw it back, along 
with more or less dust and foreign mat- 
ter. Obviously the net result of this 
would be an extremely dirty engine 
exterior and dirty bearings. 

After giving the matter a little con- 
sideration one might well ask why there 
should be alternate compressions and 
partial vacuum in the crank-casé, see- 
ing that the cranks are set at exactly 
opposite points on the crank-shaft, two 
on one side and two on the other, so 
that there are always two pistons go- 
ing up while two others are going down. 
Moreover all of the pistons are of pre- 
cisely the same diameter and all have 
precisely the same length of stroke. 

Apparently therefore the displace- 
ment of air by the two descending pis- 
tons should be exactly equaled by the 
space opened by the aseending pair 
of pistons. At that rate apparently there 
would never be any change in the cubi- 
cal contents of crank-case and cylinders 
and consequently no change in pres- 
sure. 

In reality there is a slight change. 
This is due to the movement of the 
pistons. The puzzling question is, how 
can this movement produce such a re- 
sult? The pistons travel at exactly the 
same speeds in opposite directions. A 
piston starts from a dead stop, gradual- 
ly accelerates until it reaches maximum 
speed and then slows down toward the 
end of the stroke until it reaches the 
other dead center and stops before 
starting the return stroke so that the 
motion is to some extent irregular. It 
would appear that whatever one pis- 
ton is doing, say on the down stroke, the 
other is doing on the up stroke. 

Oddly enough, this is not the case. The 
piston travels through the first half of 
its downward stroke—the stroke away 
from the cylinder head—at greater 
speed than it travels through the last 
half of the same stroke. On the up 
stroke the first half is performed more 
slowly than the second half. Thus a 
piston making the first half of its de- 
scent is moving more rapidly than a 
piston making the first half of its ascent 
and consequently displacing more air 
than the other makes space for. The re- 
sult is to increase the pressure in the 


Nerank-case. 


In the second half of the stroke the 
descending piston is slowed down while 
the ascending piston is accelerated. The 
result is an increase in the total amount 
of space—a slight degree of vacuum. 
Phus there are two changes in crank- 
case pressure at every revolution of the 
crank-shaft. 

Briefly, while the crank goes through 
the first quarter revolution the piston 
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makes something more than half its 
stroke and while the crank goes through 
the second quarter the piston makes 
something less than half its stroke. How- 
ever, as the fly-wheel keeps the crank 
turning at a constant speed throughout 
the revolution, the long half of the 
stroke is done in precisely the same time 
as the short half. 

In the first part of the up stroke the 
crank-pin swings out from the center, 
subtracting something from the upward 
travel. Thus there is a short stroke, just 
as in the last part of the down stroke. 
In the last quarter of the revolution 
the crank is again swinging in and the 
addition to the vertical component 
makes another long stroke, as in the 
first part of the down stroke. 

When one pair of pistons is making 
a long stroke the other is always mak- 
ing a short stroke, though the time is the 
same for both. When the descending 
pistons are moving faster than the as- 
cending pistons the air in the crank- 
case is compressed. When the ascend- 
ing pistons move more rapidly than the 
descending pistons a partial vacuum is 
formed. Thus the crank-case “breathes,” 
even though a superficial consideration 
of the matter might make it seem impos- 
sible for such action to take place. 


Jupiter’s Color Changes 

At intervals of several years the equa- 
torial zone of Jupiter changes from 
white to a sort of orange color; this 
change was quite conspicuous a few 
months ago. Usually the orange color 
is noticeable for about three years. A 
British astronomer finds from records 
covering the past 150 years that this 
change occurs at intervals of about 
11.95 years. This is probably identical 
with the period of the planet’s revo- 
lution about the sun and astronomers 
are asking themselves if the sunspot 
period doesn’t have something ‘to do 
with the phenomenon. 


Cotton-Like Textile Materials 

By subjecting hemp, jute, flax and sim- 
ilar vegetable fibers to a mechanical 
process in which they are torn into fine 
shreds and then crimped textile materi- 
als similar to cotton have been pro- 
duced. The product is not suitable for 
spinning fine yarns but it gives fairly 
satisfactory results for other purposes. 
Like materials have also been obtained 
by treating such fibers with various 
chemicals. The resulting product is 


finer than that obtained by the mechani 


cal treatment but as would naturally be 
expected it is not so strong. 


Fresh-Water Eel Mystery 

For a long time scientific men have 
been trying to learn where fresh-water 
eels are born. It is known that those 
of lakes and rivers of Europe after 
years of immaturity and apparently 
without reproduction find their way to 
the sea and disappear. Lately it has 
been determined that the leptocephalus 
of the deep sea is a larval form of the 
fresh-water eel; specimens less than 
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‘portions that planters 


one-third of an inch in length have been 
found a a depth of 2000 fathoms of 
the Azores. Investigators have traced 
the development of these tiny creatures 
into “elevers”—young eels. Elevers, «ar. 
ried to the coast by ocean currents, 4s 
cend the rivers in great numbers ;; 
spring. No-one has ever found a spawn. 
ing eel. It is believed therefore that 4) 
eels are hatched in the sea.

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GERMANY 

G host of Stradivarius Makes Violins. 
An eternal fountain of Strad-made vio- 
lins has been discovered by Heinrich 
Ohlhaver, Hamburg mechant, who until 
recently knew nothing about i fiddle. 
The ghost of the famous violin maker 
Stradivarius, who died in 1737, appear- 
ed to Ohlhaver and revealed the secret 
of Strad tone. By the medium of this 
fiddle spirit he claims he is able to con- 
vert a $10 violin into one which cannot 
be distinguished from the genuine 
Strads “made by Stradivarius himself, 
when still on earth.” Demonstrations 
are being given before artists and crit- 
ics, and*those who have heard Ohlhavy- 
er’s instruments confirm his claimgas to 
tonal quality. Ohlhaver refuses to re- 
veal his magic process. 


Upper Silesia an Armed Camp. In 
upper Silesia, where a plebiscite is soon 
to be held to determine whether the 
country is to become Polish or German, 
the entire population are armed. Since 
September 55 persons have been killed 
and whole colonies of Germans or Poles 
have been driven out. The international 
police, under French officers, hesitate 
to disarm the people as they claim to 
need their weapons for self-defense. 
The truth of this they claim was demon- 
strated by wholesale depredations com- 
mitted by the lawless element. Fighting 
is expected during the voting. 


Agree on Reparation Plans. The Ger- 
mans have accepted the French pro- 
posals for reparations, and a plan has 
been made for a progressive payment 
of the indemnities. According to this 
plan the French victims of the war 
would buy from German merchants 
what is necessary to restore their prop- 
erty and would present their bills to 
French banks which in turn would pre- 
sent them to the Reichsbank in Ger- 
many, through the reparations com- 
mission, for payment to the German sel- 
lers, This scheme for payment in wares 
and material was accepted by Germany 
on condition that Upper Silesia be re- 
tained by Germany, that the army of 
occupation be reduced, that her ship- 
ping be restored to her and that the 
sum of reparations shall be fixed. 

The allied experts on reparation in 
session at Paris completed a voluminous 
report for submission to the allied gov- 
ernments in which it was recommended 
that the total amount Germany must 
pay be fixed before May 1. It was fur- 
ther suggested that Germany be called 
upon in the meanwhile to pay five an- 
nual installments of 3,900,000,000 marks 
in gold or in kind. 


Forbid Wearing of Monocles. The 
German government has forbidden the 
wearing of monocles or single eyeglass- 


es by the security police on the ground

FRANCE 


New Ministry Gives Program. The 
new premier of France, Aristide Briand, 
announced to the chamber of deputies 
that the policy of the new ministry 
would be to insist on Germany’s fulfill- 
ment of her treaty obligations by dis- 
arming and paying the indemnity agreed 
on. Further outlining the program he 
said that peace with Turkey must be 
made effective and that France will not 
intervene in the affairs of Russia unless 
the soviet armies attack the allies of 
France. ‘ 

The premier pointed out that none of 
the German factories were destroyed 
by the war, while the ravaged areas of 
France remain unreconstructed. He 
said: “We have the force and would be 
able to use it if necessary to impose re- 
pect for all the undertakings signed, but 
republican France is essentially pacific 
and it is in peace she wants to bring 
Germany to execute the obligations she 
has signed.” The new ministry re- 
ceived an overwhelming vote of confi- 
dence of 475 to 68. 


Court Dissolves Labor Unions. The 
highest court in France has just issued 
a decree requiring the French federa- 
tion of labor to disband. It was found 
that the labor unions had been plotting 
with-the Russian reds for the purpose 
of bringing about a revolution in France 
and establishing a soviet regime. A 
large number of teachers in the schools 
had been unionized and drawn into 
this movement. 

The court says that as long as the 
unions keep within the legitimate 
sphere they will be allowed to go on 
but that when they interfere in politi- 
cal matters and ally themselves with the 
enemies of the republic, thus “attack- 
ing the profound principles upon which 
modern life and society depend,” they 


will have to be curbed with a severe 
hand.

Print Price on R. R. Ticket. The Penn- 
sylvania railroad has announced that 
the price will be printed on the face 
of all railroad tickets issued by that 
company. This will serve as a protec- 
tion to the passenger as well as the tick- 
et agent. The practice has long been 
in use in Europe. 


To Educate Hospital Children. The 
3oston school committee has approved 
a plan to establish a school in the city 
hospital for the benefit of the juvenile 
convalescents whose recovery will re- 
quire several months. Most of the chil- 
dren now in the hospital are able to 
study, and being sick does not excuse 
them from being educated—in Boston. 

P-ew Fine up to Landlord. By a rul- 
ing of District Attorney Clyne of Chi- 
cago, the landlord of any tenant con- 
victed of making home brew will be 
fined $1000 should the amateur brewer 
be unable to pay and not have sufficient 
property to attach. “The prohibition 
act,” said Mr. Clyne, “holds an owner 
guilty of any violations on his prem- 
ises.” 

Misuse of Klu Klux Klan. As a result 
of the intimidation of people in various 
sections of the country by persons pos- 
ing as members of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Col. Simmons, the Imperial Wizard of 
the Klan, has offered a reward for the 
arrest and conviction of any person 
anywhere who uses the name “Ku Klux 
Klan” with any purpose not sanctioned 
by law. “The Ku Klux Klan does not 
sanction lawlessness in any form,” says 
Col. Simmons, “and is not to be used as 
an agency for wrongdoing.” 

Baltimore Leads in Teachers’ Raise. A 
survey of the educational situation by 
the American Federation of Teachers 
shows that Baltimore, with an increase 
of $600 a year per teacher, leads the 
list in amount of salary advances grant- 
ed to school workers during the past 
year. Philadelphia brings up the rear, 
its increase being only from $50 to $120. 
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The average increase for the country 
is about $365 per year but this increase 
leaves the teacher more inadequately 
paid than in 1914. W. T. McCloy, di- 
rector of the survey, in making the re- 
port said: “Teachers are still at the 
bottom of skilled workers in the wage 
scale, and there must be fundamental 
changes in the policy of financing edu- 
cation before schools are safe from de- 
terioration.” 





Appeal for Starving Chinese. There 
is no doubt that conditions in China are 
terribly serious.

THE BLUE LAWS 


Resolved that the old “blue-laws” 
forbidding the desecration of the Sab- 
bath, as by the’ sale of ice-cream, soda 
water, newspapers, bread, gasoline, to- 
bacco ete., should be strictly enforced. 


Arguments in Affirmative 


Laws are enacted to be enforced, not. 
to be violated or ignored. When any 
law is allowed to go without being en- 
foreed, it encourages disrespect for all 
law. Hence the blue laws, like other 
laws, should be justly enforced. The 
remedy for the people is to have them 
repealed if they do not approve them. 
As has often been said, “the best way to 
get rid of a bad law is to enforce it.” 
Hence, even granting that the blue laws 
are bad laws, they should be enforced. 
And granting that they are good laws, 
they should of course be enforced. 


Our Christian civilization is founded 
largely on respect for the Sabbath, 
which most people regard as merged 
with Sunday. The Sabbath is decreed 
as a rest-day not only by the Scriptures 
but by common sense and the experi- 
ence of mankind. The people of China 
are in a very low economic condition, 
owing to the fact that they have no 
weekly rest-day but work continuously; 
hence they have no let-up or change, 

The greatest period of prosperity and 
happiness in this country was during 
the days when Sunday was kept as a 
day of rest. Now what is known as 
the “continental” Sunday has been in- 
troduced; this means the sort of Sun- 
day that the people of the continent 
of Europe have. Everything is “wide 
open.” Instead of a day of quiet, Sun- 
(lay has degenerated into a day of revel- 
ry. There are more auto accidents and 
similar disasters on Sunday than on any 
other day of the week. 

It was only a few years ago that 
such a thing as a Sunday baseball game 
or theatrical entertamment was practi- 

cally unknown in this country. But the 
entering-wedge was inserted by the 
enemies of the Sabbath. First “sacred 
concerts,” “lectures” etc. were given on 
Sunday night. Next the vaudeville the- 
aters began to give a modest program on 
Sunday night, with the actors in their 
ordinary clothes, instead of stage dress. 
Gradually, the restrictions were remov- 
ed until now shows of every sort can 
be found in full blast on Sunday in most 
parts of the country. 

The same thing applies to sports. For- 
merly even the most innocent pastimes 
were forbidden on Sunday, but now 
amateur and professional ball games 
etc. are scheduled for Sunday the same 
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as week-days and there is no distinc- 
tion. 

In society this degeneracy is still 
more marked. Six days and nights in 
the week are not enough for the social 
dissipators, and now they have ban- 
quets, card games, dances etc, on Sun- 
day also. A few years ago young girls 
would not have theught of dancing in 
public but now they are wild to go to 
restaurants, hotels, cabarets and similar 
resorts and dance till they are ready to 
fall down. 

The bright lights, jazz music and gen- 
eral gayety actually havea crazingeffect 
on human beings. At a convention of 
the Friends of the Indians, just held in 
Phifadelphia, it was declared that “mod- 
ern jazz music and dancing are making 
the Indian wildagain.” Ifsuch things will 
make an Indian wild, it is no wonder 
that it will do the same for anyone else. 
These things all pander to the savage 
and vicious in us, and they canndt be 
indulged in without grave danger. 

In’ our cities the stores used to be all 
closed on Sunday. But gradually one 
sort of store after another has been 
opened up. People would want to buy 
a loaf of bread, to provide for unexpecet- 
ed company; this was the excuse that 
was used in justifying Sunday opening. 
Now many small stores keep open all 
Sunday long. Drugstores also keep open 
on the pretext that people want to buy 
medicines—but everyone knows that 
the main business done on Sundays is 
in soda water, candy, cigarettes ete. 

These changes have been brought 
about to a large extent by foreigners 
who have no respect for our blue laws 
or institutions and whose only object 
in the world is to make money; profit 
is their religion and gold is their god. 
After undermining the American Sun- 
day, these moral reprobates will pro- 
ceed to wreck any other of our insti- 
tutions that happen to stand in the way 
of their profiteering schemes. 

If we want to preserve the things 
which have made America what it is, 
we shall have to resist these inroads. 
Otherwise this country will be brought 
down to the level of continental Europe 
or Asia, One way to compel the public 
to consider this matter seriously is to 
enforce the Sunday-observance laws 
which we already have. If left to them- 
selves the people become apathetic; 
“whats everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business” and as a result of this laxity 
of principles one vice after another 
creeps in. 

It is necessary to draw the line some- 
where. All patriotic people should be 
willing to forego a little of their own 
“personal liberty” in order that the 
cause of liberty in general may be pre- 
served and in order that the civilization 
which: has been so patiently built up 
during the ages shall not be pulled down 
and sacrificed as an offering to Mam- 
mon. 

Every reform has been opposed by 
the same } cople and with the same ob- 
jections; vet these reforms have gone 
on. The law used to allow a husband 
to beat his wife; she was regarded as 
being his property, his chattel, and he 
could do with her what he pleased. The 
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Bible was quoted to uphold his author- 
ity. Nevertheless as civilization pro- 
vressed, such monstrous abuses as this 
-ere forced out of existence. Now and 
‘hen a man still beats his wife, but we 
have stringent laws against it and he 
has to pay a heavy penalty. Should we 

ive each husband to be the judge of 
his own acts in his own house, or should 
we keep these wholesome laws? 

We have numerous laws limiting the 
hours of labor during each day and for- 
bidding anyone to be worked over six 
davs a week. The supreme court has 
held that such laws are proper for the 
protection of society. They may inter- 
fere very seriously with the business 
arrangements of citizens, but these citi- 
zens have to obey them. 

Itis therefore no argument to say that 
, Sunday law is a burden. The prohi- 
bition law is a burden. A minister 

iv sprain his ankle and may want 
some witch-hazel to rub on it, but owing 
to the Volstead act he finds, it impos- 
sible to purchase this highly prized old 
remedy; or if he can get it at all he has 
to pay an outrageous price for it. The 
law comes hard on him and on many 
other good citizens, but they have to 
stand it, for the general good, 

The trouble is that we have too few 
blue laws, instead of too many. The 
world is now suffering from an epi- 
lemie of crime. This is owing mainly 
to the relaxation of laws and discipline. 
\s long as the strict military rules were 


n force everything went splendidly, 


but just as soon as these rules were sus- 
pended the trouble began. And it is a 
fact that things have -been in a worse 
state since the war than during it. 

\ school that is maintained in a good 
state of discipline can do much better 
vork than one in which the teacher 
keeps poor order. The more license peo- 
ple have, the more they want, The very 
safety of society is founded on law; we 
speak of a bad community as “lawless.” 
License soon degenerates into lawless- 
ness, and lawlessness into anarchy. 


Views in the Negative 


Montesquieu, in his monumental study 
on “the spirit of laws,” lays down the 
principle that we should not try to force 
reforms by statutes faster than they 
can be brought about by moral training. 
rhe source of the power of any law is 
the public opinion which is behind it, 
ind the law cannot rise higher than its 
source. Hence to make laws which are 
so drastic and oppressive that their en- 
‘orcement is absurd is to put a premium 
on lawlessness.

be trusted to do it. 

At least there are always a few who 
will fight against any law. Tell them 
not to do a thing and they at once are 
bent on doing that very thing. Order 
them to do it and their desire for it 
will at once lessen. This is due to a 
preverseness which is ingrained in hu- 
man nature. 

Anyone who has ever tried to drive 
a pig knows what this perverseness 1s, 
and here pig nature and human nature 
are very much alike, But still we have 
all seen “educated pigs” exhibited. A pig 
can be taugbt to behave like a gentle- 
man and to be obedient and docile. But 
it can’t be done by beating him or try- 
ing to make him do what he doesn’t 
want to do. It is done by “rubbing him 
the right way.” . 

Psychology is a modern science which 
makes a study of the human mind and 
its ways of acting. In the old days peo- 
ple knew nothing of the laws of psy- 
chology and hence they thought that 
all that was necessary in order to have 
a thing done was to order it done. King 
Canute even believed that if he com- 
manded the tide not to rise it would not 
rise. He had his throne taken to the 
s@shore and he tried the experiment, 
but he found it would not work. 


Modern lawmakers and reformers 
take into account the perversity of hu- 
man nature. - At least they should do 
so, and those who are most successful 
do not seek to accomplish the impos- 
sible. 

The reformation of humanity is a 
long job and it cannot be hurried too 
much or the work will be spoiled. If 
you try hastening the hatching of eggs 
by increasing the heat, all you do is 
to ruin the eggs for any purpose. And 
it is so with reforms; push them too 
hard and they react and do more harm 
than good. 

At the. present time this country is 
being threatened with a wave of “blue- 
law” reform. Old restrictive and sump- 
tuary laws which have been a dead-let- 
ter for generations are being revived 
and put in force, while the reformers 
in many states are coming forward with 
proposed new laws of the same sort, 
designed to rule and regulate people 
in all their everyday habits. 

One absurdity leads to another. And 
so in one state we find a proposition to 
put a penalty on snoring; in another 
state there is a bill pending to forbid 
girls to paint their face or wear their 
hair in puffs over their ears, etc. Such 
bills of course are a joke and they will 
not be made into law. 

And yet some of the laws we already 
have are just as silly and just as impos- 
sible of enforcement. The original old 
“blue laws” forbade a man to kiss his 
wife on Sunday, and laid down many 
other “don’ts” which were equally ex- 
treme. We now all see the foolishness 
of such laws. And yet some of the ex- 
tremists of our day would saddle us 
with a whole mass of regulations. 
Everything would be “verboten,” as it 
was in kaiserist Germany. 


They don’t want the trains to run on 


Sunday or the mails to be carried then. 
A letter having vital news in it would 


? 
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have to be delayed a day, just to please 
a few who want to lay down the law 
for others. The bees make honey on 
Sunday the same as other days, and the 
reformers have never refused to eat 
honey on that account. And what is 
difference between eating ice-cream 
that is sold on Sunday, and eating honey 
that is made on Sunday? Why is one 
wrong and the other right? 

The farmers can’t expect their crops 
to stop growing on Sunday; Providence 
sets no such example. People expect 
their gas, water, electric and similar 
service to be operated on Sunday the 
same as other days. They want their 
milk fresh every day, and the cows 
have to be milked on Sunday. Somebody 
has to work on Sunday in order to keep 
the processes of our daily life going. 
And is it fair to expect that someone 
shall do this Sunday work in order to 
supply us what we want, while others 
will be forbidden to work in order to 
supply other people what they want? 

It may suit one family to cook a big 
dinner and entertain the minister on 
Sunday; that is good work. But it may 
suit the next family better to get into 
their Ford and have a picnic dinner in 
the woods. It would be tyranny to say 
that the first family should have gas 
to cook their dinner while the second 
one would not be permitted to have 
gasoline for their outing. 

Mr. A may like to read a book all 
day Sunday, while his neighbor Mr, B 
may prefer to read the Sunday paper. 
A has no more right to say that B shall 
not read his Sunday paper than B has 
to say that A shall not read his book. 
They may both be spending their time 
foolishly, ‘but society will be under- 
taking a large order if it tries to make 
itself censor over every act of every in- 
dividual. 

Again, C may not want to read at all 
on Sunday; perhaps his work during 
the week is eye work, and on Sunday 
his best rest may come in the form of 
seeing a game of ball, or even in dang- 
ling a fish-line in a pool and hoping that 
a fish will bite. A and B may not 
approve of Sunday sport or care for it, 
but they have no business to lay the law 
down for C, who does. 

Not all the church people observe 
Sunday as their holy day. Some sects 
keep Friday, and some Saturday. The 
Seventh-Day Adventists are devout re- 
ligionists, but in a memorial to congress 
against the blue-law agitation they just- 
ly say: “Sabbath-keeping is not a civil 
but a religtous duty. Honest labor is 
no more uncivil on Sunday than on 
Monday.” 

The human race is growing better. 
That’s the very point: it is “growing” 
better, and this growing process can- 
not be hurried too fast. There is no 
way to force an acorn to quickly be- 
come a great oak. What we have to do 
Is to plant the acorn, protect the sap- 
ling and give it a chance to expand and 
grow naturally. This is the only growth 
that will stand the blasts of time.

Perhaps no mutineer in the history of

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JEW BAITING IN AMERICA 


HE strangest thing about the 
“Protocols of the Learned Eld- 
ers of Zion,” the alleged formal 
plan of the Jews to debase and weaken 
all the people of the world and then 
rule by a Jewish government under a 
Jewish king, is the fact that there are 
intelligent people who take the docu- 
ments seriously and responsible men 
who undertake their publication. It 
goes without saying that many of the 
ignorant classes will believe them im- 
plicitly and will be stirred to feelings 
of fear and a desire for acts of violence. 
The psychology of the thing is in- 
teresting. Every person at some time 
has had a dream of falling through 
space, and with it an overpowering 
sensation of sickening despair? Psy- 
chologists explain that we have inherit- 
ed that dream and sensation from our 
remote ancestors who lived in trees, 
and who did fall occasionally through 
the air when they missed their foot- 
ing or a branch broke. 

Just so must we have inherited from 
ancient ancestors this great national 
fear, natura! to all people, of being 
subjugated, pillaged and enslaved by 
some other people. In the Bible and 
other histories of the olden time we 
read calmly of nation after nation be- 
ing put to the sword, of their cities be- 
ing burned and of the survivors being 
sold into slavery. 

It was such a common, such a usual 
thing then that we are tempted to think 
the people of that time were rather dif- 
ferent. But evidently the victims then 
suffered as much from such treatment 
as we should, and their pains and ter- 
rors and griefs were so poignant as to 
affect their descendants to the present 
generation. 

Else why should we always be fear- 
ing some “peril,” usually some vague, 
intangible and mysterious something? 
\We have had the yellow peril, the red 
peril, the Japanese peril, the Catholic 
peril, the Masonic peril—and now the 
Jewish peril. We are always afraid 
of something. Like a child walking in 
the dark, a nation suspects hobgoblins 
behind every tree. 

The “Protocols” set forth a plansfor 
corrupting all the nations of the earth; 
for leading them into idleness, extrava- 
gance, vice, weakness and exhaustion; 
for blackmailing presidents and other 
high officials; for tampering with courts 
of justice; for breaking down family life 
and destroying religion and then for 
ruling over the wretched remains of 
what was once humanity! 

How can anyone believe that a na- 
tion, or even a party or gang with a 
grain of sanity, would undertake the 
execution of a plot like that? Yet 
some not only profess to believe it but 
think the Freemasons allied with the 
Jews in the conspiracy. Why, cut- 
throats, robbers, thieves and murder- 
ers would not join in a conspiracy of 
that kind. 

During the Dark Ages it was gener- 
ally believed that Jews kidnaped Chris- 
tian children and crucified them se- 
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cretly, because of hatred of the Chris- 
tian religion, and old ballads like “The 
Jew’s Daughter” have preserved for us 
a picture of that state of mind. 

But the people of those days were 
more excusable than we. They did 
not know that the Jews formed a very 
insignificant part of the population of 
the world, nor did they know much 
about Jewish thought, practices and as- 
pirations. Today we are much better 
informed. Today we don’t believe in 
witcnes riding on broomsticks. 

There has always been some dis- 
trust and dislike of- the Jew wherever 
he might be—due largely to the fact 
that he is not assimilable. He does not 
mix. He is with us but not of us. 
There is always a suspicion that he 
owes his first allegiance to his race, 
since that race is kept so zealously dis- 
tinct from others. Representatives of 
the highest and lowest races of .man- 
kind have come to America and have 
married natives and have become an 
integral part of our national family. 

Even the Indian or the gypsy is 
ready, on occasion, to forsake his tribe 
and enter the family life of another na- 
tion. Only the Jew holds himself aloof 
racially; but it does not follow that he 
means to debauch and rule the world. 
When charges are exaggerated to the 
point of absurdity they lose their force; 
they become their own refutation. 

On the other hand, the friends of the 
Jews who rush to their defense with 
only a bucket of whitewash are not 
doing them a very substantial service. 
There is truth between the two ex- 
tremes, and it ought to be faced hon- 
estly and frankly by both Jew and 
Gentile. 

There is a Jewish question in this 
country, and denying it will not abol- 
ish it. When a racial class comprising 
three per cent of our citizens controls 
such a large percentage of our wealth; 
when they refuse to amalgamate with 
other Americans but show an intention 
of keeping that wealth among them- 
selves, like an old aristocracy; when 
they produce so little of that wealth, 
avoiding the farm, the mine and the 
shop, it is a little hard for their neigh- 
bors to feel fond of them. Their epi- 
thet of “the Chosen People,” derived 
from the most solemn sources, does not 
help them with their Gentile fellow- 
citizens. 

It must be admitted that in general 
people wish to avoid Jews as neigh- 
bors in residential sections, in hotels 
and apartment-houses and at summer 
resorts. And the reason for this is 
not one of religion; it is not one of 
race but of personal ways. Plainly 
speaking, the Jews are disliked be- 
cause, as individuals and as _ social 
groups, they show a disregard for the 
feelings and comfort of other people. 

Electric pianos, graphophones, auto- 
mobile horns, and loud voices are like- 
ly to be heard in all their strident 
vigor by the Jews’ neighbors, early and 
late. Wealthy Jews are apt to make 
an offensive display of jewels, furs 
etc. Now, of course, all Jews are not 
guilty, and many are guilty that are 
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not Jews; but, making all due allo 
ances, it cannot be denied that su 
actions are so general among Jews 
to form one of their recognized ch 
acteristics. 

If the rabbis git learned teach: 
who are always ready to sing th 
praises by way of defense would o: 
devote more effort to inculcating 
their race the observance of the lit!|; 
social amenities, the polite considera- 
tion of others that makes society jot 
only possible but pleasant, they wou 
do far more good than by talking of 
their religion and patriotism. 

The Jews are among us to stay. This 
country would not get rid of them if 
it could, and it could not if it would. 
They put “pep” in business, and they 
demonstrate exceptional ability in |! 
the sciences, arts and professions they 
take up. They form an enthusiastic 
and useful class of citizens, and they 
are not traitors—the “Protocols” not- 
withstanding. 

But they are not ranked among | 
most desirable and best-liked elements 
of our population. They have not se 
cured popular confidence, and they 
have not made themselves very agree- 
able. The fault is their own, and the 
remedy is with themselves. 

There are a considerable number of 
Jews who are earnestly trying to set 
an example by avoiding those manners 
and ways which everybody regards 
typically Hebrew. And there is 
question that this is the right poli 
if the anti-Semitic prejudice is to be 
lived down. 

The Jews should go more into fari- 
ing and other work of the producti: 
and constructive sort, and not confine 
themselves so- much to the business 
middlemen, speculators, agitators, to! 
takers and non-producers general! 
Some of the ablest scientists, doctors 
etc. are Jews, and there is wide scop¢ 
for Jewish enterprise and ability 
fields of creative effort. 

Anything which Ford’s weekly, 
any other paper or person can s:) 
against the Jews will have very litile 
bearing on the Jewish cause. The Jews 
should not be afraid of the truth, and 
they need not fear what is not the 
truth. 

Everyone knows the Jews and 10- 
one has to be told their good points 
or their drawbacks. As we have sai( 
their future relations with the rest o! 
the world will depend on themselves. 
Socrates, when he was caricatured by 4

His original name is said to 
have been Succat, and the place of his birth 
Scotland. When only 16 years old he was 
taken by a band of pirates and _ sold 
into slavery in Ireland, where he remained 
for six years. He succeeded in making his 
escape, after which he conceived the idea 
of devoting himself to the conversion of 
the pagan Irish. Accordingly he fitted 
himself for the priesthood, was ordained 
in France and arrived in Ireland about 
132 A. D. He was successful in his work 
and it is claimed that he established 365 
churches and a large number of monas- 
teries besides making thousands of con- 
verts. Various miracles are attributed to 
him, particularly the expulsion of all snakes 
from Ireland. He died at an advanced age, 
some claiming that he was as old as 126 
years at time of death. 


Insurance Due Ex-Service Men 

Ques. Was not the Pathfinder in its 
issue of Oct. 30, 1920 in error in saying 
that an honorably” discharged soldier is 
not entitled to the benefits of war risk in- 
surance ?—Ans,. Yes, the words “compensa- 
tion” and “insurance” were confused in 
this answer. Insurance benefits are entire- 
ly distinct from compensation. In_ the 
case of compensation, payment of bene- 
fits hinges upon disability having been in- 
curred or aggravated while the insured was 
in seryice. Insurance benefits are payable 
only upon permanent and total disability 
or death of the insured, and there is no 
restriction as to cause of same. The -war 
risk insurance act provides that insurance 
may be continued for five years from the 
formal declaration of peace by the presi- 
dent, when it must be converted or it termi!- 
nates. The bureau of war risk insurance, 
Washington, D. C., will gladly answer any 
questions pertaining to this subject. 


Tea in America 


Ques. How much tea is used in this 
country, what kinds, and what countries 
supply them?--Ans. During the past fiscal 
vear there was imported into the United 
States about 47,000,000 pounds of black 
tea, 35,000,000 pounds of green tea and 
15,000,000 pounds of oolong.

Destructive Plant Diseases 

Ques. Have you any data on the loss 
caused to the crops of this country by the 
various plant diseases?—Ans. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has estimated that dur- 
ing the past year field diseases were re- 
sponsible for the loss of about 190,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 78,000,000 bushels of oats, 
200,000,000 bushels of corn, 80,000,000 bush- 
cls of potatoes, 58,000,000 bushels of sweet 
potatoes, 18,000,000 bushels of apples and 
1,740,000 bales of cotton. One of the most 
peculiar and hurtful of these diseases is 
wheat rust, which has been found to get 
its start in the spring on the barberry 
plant. A campaign is being waged to ex- 
terminate this bush. About 4,600,000 such 
bushes have been located and all but about 
:,000,000 of them have been destroyed. 
fights are constantly being waged by the 
department on all the other diseases. 


Black Walnut Timber 

Ques. How much black walnut lumber is 
used in the United States, and how great 
is the supply?—Ans. In 1918, according 
to the forest. service, about 100,000,000 
board feet was turned out by the sawmills 
of this country. That was when a great 
demand existed for black walnut for gun- 
stocks and airplane material. It is es- 
timated that there is now standing about 
$20,000,000 board feet of black walnut in 
the United States, and the forest service 
predicts a good market for: it after the 
surplus supply produced in the war has

Ques. What American twice refused the 


nomination for vice-president, each of 

which times the elected president died? 

Ans. This man who thus missed two chances 

to become president was Daniel Webster. 
What is Standard Time? 

Ques. Will you please explain standard 
time to me?—Ans, There are two kinds of 
standard time—local and universal. Uni- 
versal standard time is reckoned from 
mean noon at the universal prime merid- 
ian at Greenwich, England. Local stand- 
ard time may be reckoned from any de- 
termined meridian, for it is noon at any 
place when the sun is shining on the me- 
ridian of that place. In the United States, 
12 o'clock noon is determined every day 
at the naval observatory, Washington, and 
correct time is supplied by electricity to 
all parts of the country. Since the earth 
is divided into 360 degrees and the day 
into 24 hours every 15 degrees will repre- 
sent a_ difference of an hour in time. This 
divides the United States into four longi- 
tudinal belts, 15 degrees wide, and ac- 
cording to the system in use, the merid- 
ians of 75 deg., 90 deg., 105 deg. and 120 
deg. west from Greenwich are the time 
meridians of Eastern, Central, Mountain 
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and Pacific standard time~ respectively. 
When it is actually noon at Washington it 
will be standard noon at all places within 
a stretch of seven and a half deg., and it 
will be 11 o’clock at all places between 
seven and a half deg. and 22% deg. west. 
East of Washington between seven and a 
half deg. and 22% deg. it will be one 
o'clock, and so on. Although these defi- 
nite meridians have been established by 
the government, the time zones are not 
strictly confined by them, and the boun- 
dary lines may be adjusted at any time by 
the interstate commerce commission to 
suit the needs of all concerned. The com- 
mission has made readjustments which 
bring the limits of the zones about half- 
way between the standard meridians. 
Since Jan. 1, 1919 U. S. Eastern time is 
used from Atlantit ocean to a line through 
Toledo and Columbus, O.; Huntington, W. 


Va.; Norton, Va.; Johnson City, Tenn.; 
Asheville, N. C.; Atlanta and Macon, Ga.; 
and Apalachiola, Fla. Central time is 


from this first line to a line through Man- 
dan, N. Dak.; Pierre, S. Dak.; McCook, Neb.; 
Dodge City, Kans., Sweetwater and San 
Angelo, Tex. Mountain time is from the 
second line to a line through Helena and 
Butte, Mont.; Pocatello, Idaho; Ogden and 
Salt Lake City, Utah; Parker and- Yuma, 
Ariz. Pacific time is from the last line to 
the Pacific ocean. 


The First Newspapers 


Ques. When was the first newspaper 
published?—Ans. The Chinese claim that 
the oldest newspaper in the world is the 
Pekin “Gazette,” which has appeared regu- 
larly since about the 12th century B. C. 
This, however, contains official news only, 
such as any country would issue to make 
known its edicts and laws. The earliest 
approach to a real newspaper was the “Acta 
Diurna” of ancient Rome. At first a bare 
account of the daily happenings in the army 
which the Roman generals were required 
to send to those under their command, they 
gradually came to include accounts of 
political events, trials, punishments etc. 
The modern newspaper had its origin about 
the time that printing was introduced 
into western Europe and was represented 
in the latter half of the 16th century by 
small news sheets in the form of letters. 
Cologne claims to have had a newspaper 
as early as 1499. In 1562 the Venetian gov- 
ernment issued an official news sheet which 
was read in public places on the payment 
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of a coin, called a “gazetta”—whence our 
name gazette. The first newspaper of mod- 
ern type was the “Frankfurter Journal” in 
German, issued about 1615, and the oldest 
inglish journal, as far as can be ascertain- 
d, was the “News Out of Holland,” pub- 
ished in 1619. These newspapers appeared 
at occasional and irregular intervals and 
were pamphlets rather than newspapers. 
The first actual English daily newspaper 
was the “Daily Courant,” printed in 1702. 
\dvertisements appeared as early as 1652. 
“Publick Occurances,” issued in Massachu- 
setts in 1690, was the first newspaper pub- 
ished this side of the Atlantic. It was, 
however, supressed by the British authori- 
ties after only a few issues had been made. 
\s a consequence the Boston “News Letter,” 
printed in 1704, is usually regarded as the 
irst American Newspaper. 





Languages of the World 

Ques. How many languages are there in 
the world and how many words in the 
English language?—Atis. The counts differ, 
as languages are more or less merged with 
one another. There are said to be 3424 
spoken languages or dialects in the world, 
according to one authority, distributed as 
follows: North and South America, 1624; 
(sia 937; Europe 587; Africa 276. The lead- 
ing language throughout the world is Eng- 
lish, being spoken by about 150,000,000 peo- 
ple. German is next, being spoken by about 
120,000,000. The next most used languages 
in Order named are Russian, French, Span- 
ish, Italian and Portuguese. . The English 
unguage contains approximately 700,000 
words, but of this number nearly one half 
are scientific terminology seldom met out- 
side of textbooks, and archaic, and obso- 
lete words, so that, according to the New 
Century dictionary, our actual speaking vo- 
abulary aggregates about 450,000 words. 
the German language is estimated to con- 


ain about 150,000; the French 210,000; 
Russian 140,000; Spanish 120,000; Italian 
10,000. 

“Declaim” and “Recite” 
Ques. Kindly state how declamation and 
ecitation are correctly used.—Ans. Fun- 
lamentally these words have the same 


eaning, as both are the act of repeating 
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in public any. passage or selected oration 
which has been committed to memory. A 
declamation, however, usually combines a 
rhetorical and oratorical style with skill 
in élocution. A recitation is more simple 
and generally is merely a plain repetition. 





Alaska a Territory? 


Ques. Is Alaska a territory? Can it be- 
come a state?—Ans. Alaska, although us- 
ually spoken of as a territory, is not one 
in a legal sense. It is an administrative 
and judicial district, and not fully organiz- 
ed according to the customary form of ter- 
ritorial government. Its government is at 
present of a tentative character and all of 
its officials are appointed by the president. 
The general laws of Oregon are administer- 
ed in Alaska. Territories are subject to 



























congressional contro] and are usually ad- 
mitted as states upon attaining a sufficient 
population. Although there is some differ- 
ence in the status of Alaska in comparison 
with other territories, there is no reason 
why she cannot become a state like the 
others at any time that congress may elect 
to admit_her.

The Oldest Man In the World 


In the year 1774, according to rec- 
ords preserved. in the local mosque, 
there was born in Turkish Armenia a 
boy baby who was named Zora Meh- 
med. That was 146 years ago, just 
about the time of the outbreak of the 
Revolutionary war in America. Zora 
is still living and is believed to be the 
oldest man in all the world. He does 
not show his age—veracious reports 
declare he appears to be only about 
70. Nevertheless he has a son who ha’ 
reached his 90th milestone and a 
daughter who acknowledges that she 
has seen 50 summers.

The 
running-gear and the chassis came 
from an old spring-wagon, says the 
Illustrated World. The power plant is 
a six-horsepower horizontal gasoline 
engine, designed originally as a station- 
ary engine. A belt on the pulley of the 
engine drives a countershaft. From the 
latter power is transmitted to one of the 
rear wheels by means of a chain and 
sprockets. 

The “clutch” is an idler pulley on the 
end of a lever. Pulling down on this 


lever tightens the belt and starts the. 


machine. By releasing the idler of 
course the belt is loosened so that the 
engine runs idle and the auto stops. In- 
stead of the usual steering wheel a lever 
is provided for controlling the front 
wheels and guiding the machine.

The Native Home of the Cherry 

The cherry, a sort of cousin to the 
plum and a member of what botanists 
call the rose family, has been cultivated 
for many~hundreds of years. This fact 
is attested by numerous homely every- 
day expressions whose beginning takes 
us back to ancient times. Among such 
expressions are: “To make two bites 
of a cherry,” “as red as a cherry,” “as 
alike as two cherries,” and “cherry 
red.”

Then 
it became “cerise”—this is still the 
French name for the tree and its fruit 
as well as for a beautiful shade of red. 
Eventually the name cerise was twisted 
by the Anglo-Saxons into the familiar 
“cherry.” 





New Device for Constructive Play 

The normal, healthy child simly can- 
not remain long inactive. If he has no 
opportunity for wholesome, innocent 
play he is sure to get into mischief of 
some kind. With these facts in mind 
modern psychology teaches that the 
child’s play should be intelligently di- 
rected so that he may amuse himself
